Without a doubt, the most 
frequent questions presented 
to the Drum staff concern how 
to make out. This issue's 
Ask Drum tackles one. Next 
issue's column will also ad- 
dress itself to a similar 
problem. 

News 

Drum News is gathered from 
two primary sources: a pro- 
fessional newspaper clipping 
service and reader submis- 
sions. It is not unusual for 
the number of clips submitted 


by readers to out-number the 
ones submitted by the ser- 
vice. Part of the reason for 
this surprising fact is the 


not-so-surprising fact that 
the press often seems reluc- 
tant to call homosexuality by 
its true name. Readers, how- 
ever, have learned that "sex- 


deviates," “sodomists," "un- 
natural sex acts," "obscene 
gestures," "immoral activity," 


etc. all refer to them. 


Since the beginning of the 
year, the office has pro- 
cessed close to 2,000 clips, 


and a large number of them 
have found their way into the 
magazine. Other important 
use is made of submitted 
tems. In this issue, for in- 
stance, we announce a new, 
albeit negative, court deci- 
sion affecting homosexuals, 
and the first notation of the 
immigration case came from a 
New York imes--and Drum- 
reader. A copy of the deci 
sion was immediately placed 
within our law library. 
Selection of news items is 
achore that takes at least 


one full working day. They 
are first reviewed as a’ group 
to determine what--if any 

patterns exist. Are there 
any major newspaper series? 
Magazine articles? Scattered 
items on prisons, obscenity, 


or law reform? If any such 
trends are noted, all clips 
in those categories are as- 


sembled together. Other 
tems are chosen for their b: 


zarre or humorous implica- 
tions and there is an ever- 
watching eye for the incred- 


ible-but-true statements of 
the well-meaning and ill-in- 
formed. 

For sophisticated readers, 
the play-it-straight news 
style is often a play-it-for- 
laughs mockery. At least, it 
is meant to be. More than 
one reader has accused us of 
making up the items as we go 
along. We don't have to when 
we can quote F.B.I. agents as 
saying that one of the haz- 
ards homosexuals pose to the 
community is that when they 
commit suicide jumping from 
tall buildings they sometimes 


injure passers-by (Orum, Nov. 
1964) . 

With this Drum issue, we 
have introduced a slight ad- 


dition to our presentation of 
the news items--the inclusion 
of the newspaper or magazine 
source from which the story 
was gleaned, and the date it 
appeared in print. We hope 
our readers find this addi- 
tion of interest.

John J. Pyne, 52, 
pleaded innocent to the charge, 
was placed on $50,000 bail, 
and later forfeited the sum by 


not appearing to plead to the 
indictment. 

The attorney for Pyne said 
that his client was not avoid- 
ing prosecution when he failed 
to appear: "Pyne legally did 
not have to appear. He is 
scheduled for a hearing before 
the Federal commissioner in 
Chicago, and will be there at 
that time."

Attorney Ro- 
Morgenthau said that 
F.B.I. agents had found in 
Pyne's Chicago home a drawer 
filled with police badges and 
identifications from almost 
every area of the country, to- 
gether with arrest forms and 
extradition warrants.

H. Baer reported, a reporter 
from a nationwide wire service 
was used to threaten the homo- 
sexual victim with public ex- 
posure, Baer raised the pos- 
sibility that the "reporter" 


might have been a ring member 
posing as a reporter as the 
Government could not find any 
connection with known wire 


service reporters and the ex- 
tortionists.

PRISONS 
Cleveland: Dormitory super- 
visors at Cuyahoga County Ju- 
venile Detention Home were or- 
dered to keep watch over sev- 
en youths allegedly involved 
in homosexual activity. 
Typically, a 14-year-old in- 
mate lodged a charge against 
another youth for allegedly 
forcing him to submit to "un- 


natural" sex acts and later 
changed his story and admitted 
that most of the problem began 
when he, himself, was rebuffed 
by another youngster and a 
fight ensued.

San Jose: Seven County Jail 
inmates have been given exten- 
sions to their present terms 
for compelling two fellow 
prisoners to engage in "lewd 
acts." They had pleaded guil- 
ty to forcing two youths, one 
20 and one 19, to indulge in 
the acts while hidden from the 
jailer's eyes in the third 
floor shower room of the jail.

ORLAHOMA CITY 

Capt. Cliff Miller, assis- 
tant chief of detectives, re- 
ported that open season on ho- 
mosexuals continues and will 
be pursued with increased vig- 
ilance after many of his staff 
return from summer vacations. 

Three city educators had al- 
ready been arrested which made 
the two-month-long investiga- 


tion, in Miller's word, 
"worthwhile." 
Unidentified, influential 


citizens, police report, have 
applied ‘pressure to have the 
undercover campaign dropped, 
but there are no such plans. 
County Attorney Curtis P. 
Harris claims that the crack- 


down has resulted in the re- 
moval of 26 educators, inclu- 
ding a junior high school vice 
principle and a "higher-up" in 
the physical education staff. 
Executive assistant to the 
school superintendent, Alex 
Higdon claims his records in- 
dicate only 12 resignations in 
the last three years as op- 
posed to police estimates.

SANA, YEMEN 

A condemned homosexual was 
executed before 6,000 people 
in the main square of Sana on 
August 1. A religious court 
sentenced the accused man, Ah- 
med a-Osamy, a 60 year old 
municipal employee. 

Islamic law requires that a 
man convicted of homosexuality 
be thrown from the highest 
point in the city, but the 
court said the condemned man 
could be beheaded instead. 


When the hour of execution 
arrived, the official execu- 
tioner did not show up. After 


waiting 20 minutes, a religi- 
ous judge asked the condemned 
man if he would consent to be- 
ing shot. He nodded and a po- 
lice officer executed him. 

"They thought of throwing 
him from a plane, but that's 
expensive," said the Minister 
of Education, Mohammed el Kha- 
lidy. It was the first time a 
homosexual had been executed 
in Yemen, he said.

NEW YORK CITY 
The United States Court of 
Appeals for the Second Circuit 
upheld a deportation order a- 
gainst an alien on the ground 
that he was a homosexual when 
he entered from Canada in 1955. 


Copies of the Court's o- 
pinion in this case are a- 
vailable at $2.50 from the 
U. S. Court of Appeals for 
the’ Second Circuit, New 
York, N.Y. Request Docket 
#30274, I.N.S. v. Boutil- 
jer. 


The ruling is in direct op- 
position to the position taken 
by a Federal Court of Appeals 
for the Ninth Circuit, which 
includes California 

Essentially the controversy 
centers on the meaning of the 
term "psychopathic personal- 
ity," which the Immigration 
Act lists as a ground for ex- 
clusion of aliens. 

While Judge Irving R. Kauf- 
man offered a 12-page majority 
decision that insisted that 
Congress clearly meant the 


term to include homosexuals, 
Judge Leonard P. Moore's dis- 
sent was flaked with literary 
allusions and charged that the 
holding of homosexuals as "ex- 
cludable aliens would be tan- 
tamount to saying that Sappho, 
Leonardo da Vinci, Nichaelan- 
gelo, Andre Gide, and perhaps 
even Shakespeare, were they to 


come to life again, would be 
deemed unfit to visit our 
shores. .Indeed, so, broad a 


definition might well comprise 
more than a few members of 
legislative bodies."

It is this layman's conten- 
tion that more sexual freedom 
can and will bring more and 
better knowledge of all phases 
of sexual behavior. 

I believe we need to get 
more and better sex knowledge 
to the younger people, espec- 
jally in the fourteen to eight- 
een age group. This would 
prepare then more adequately 
for their future sex lives. 
For that reason, sex education 
should be taught more freely 
than it now is taught. 

From age fourteen to about 
eighteen they should be taught 
by professionals in sex educa- 
tion. Perhaps organizations, 
particularly church organiza- 
tions, should sponsor sex edu- 
cation programs. I mention 
religion because religion and 
sex cannot be separated any 
more than the church and God 
can be separated. 

I sincerely believe in a 
full sex education program so 
that, when a young person be- 
comes of age, he or she would 
have the necessary knowledge 
of sex. This would include 
the latest methods of prevent - 
ing pregnancy before marriage. 


What is the difference be- 
tween sexual age and legal 
age? It is my contention that 


sexual age and legal age must 
be one and the same, The rea- 
son? A person's age cannot be 


determined by years alone and 
setting a fixed legal age is 
wrong. It would be far better 
and more natural for a young 
person's coming of legal age 
to be determined by a physical 
and a psychological examina- 
tion, Examining doctors could 
then certify qualifying youths 
as being of sexual and legal 
age. 

We cannot speak or write of 
sex without mentioning the ho- 
mosexual (male and female) for 
this is part of life and prob- 
ably has been so for as long 
as there have been people. I 
believe most laws concerning 
homosexuality are in much need 
of change. Those people who 
find and like sexual pleasure 
with members of their own sex 
(both pure homosexual and bi- 
sexual), and do so in private, 
such as a private home, hotel 


room, etc. and lead an other- 
wise normal life (without 
harming others), should not 


come under prosecution of the 


law. Instead, they should be 
left alone until they get 
their fill. If any wish to 


stop the practice, let them do 
so or seek help to do so - not 
because they are forced, but 
because they want to do so. 
If a person has a strong appe- 
tite, it usually needs to be 
fulfilled.

Astor Shuts Its 
Doors—Waits 
Wreckers 


New York's tear-stained tri- 
butes to the glory that was 
the Astor Hotel have, for one 
reason or another, omitted one 
item of nostalgia: the fact 
that for some years--notably 
during World War II--that emi- 
nent hostelry, however unwill- 
ing, housed one of the best- 
known gay bars in the world. 

From Singapore to Sioux City 
the cognoscenti knew about the 
Astor Bar; and from the four 
corners of the earth politi- 
cians, potentates and p.f.c.'s 
made their way to 44th and 
Broadway for comfort, compan- 
ionship, and a quick pick-up. 

The Astor Bar was a haven in 
particular for the serviceman 
on his way to the wars, on his 
way home fron the wars, on 
leave from the wars, In that 
crowded, cozy corner he knew 


he could find plenty of con- 
genial souls who shared his 
philosophy of eat, drink and 


be merry, for tomorrow we die. 
An unattached, unsophisti- 


cated fenale wandering into 
the place might, at first 
glimpse, have imagined that 
she had stumbled into heaven. 
All those handsome soldiers 
and sailors and officers--and 


no women--if she hit the right 
side of the oval bar, that is 

For sone reason no one ever

side was the gay side; the 
left side was for the squares. 
There was as prim and distinct 
a separation as at a Quaker 
meeting.

larly gorgeous hunk of Marine 

and--having decided he was on 

the right side of the bar by 

choice rather than by accident 

--whispered, "God, I wish you

It would be impossible to 
calculate the contribution of 
the Astor Bar to the war ef- 
fort; impossible to estimate 
the number of one-night roman- 
ces which brought comfort to 
the tense fighting men and re- 
assured them that the things 
worth fighting for were still 
with us. 

But the Astor received no 
government citation--or, for 
that matter, any form of of- 
ficial recognition. And the 
war ended and the years cane 
and went and Daphne departed 
and soon, too, did the clien- 
tele which had given the place 
its special charm. An in- 
creasingly hostile attitude on 
the part of the management, 
plus a movement to the newer, 
more chic and intimate bistros 
on the East Side, soon made 
only a memory of what had been 
a landmark,

The Copenhagen private clubs 
still flourish and you only 
need an American passport to 
enter. It is best to have a 
local escort you but, for sone 
reason, the natives are char- 
ged a rather stiff fee to en- 
ter and, should you feel gen 
erous, you might reciprocate 
his kindness by paying his en- 
trance fee for him. 

During the summer months, 
Denmark is famous for its 
beaches with nude swimming and 
sunning--but the season is the

and August . 

Sunshine is a rarity in Den- 
aark and, consequently, the

Prison pornography tends to 


get wilder, weirder, and more 
bizarre as time advances and 
the prisoners become more 
bored with the routine effects 
of the milder material. It 
is in these farthest-out at- 
tempts that the homosexua 
writers reveal _ themselves 
most clearly. Simple sex 
scenes are followed by complex 
orgy scenes which, in turn, 
would be followed by a bril- 
liantly detailed homosexual 
scene. The author, in order 
to preserve his security as an 
apparent heterosexual would a- 


bide by the unwritten law of 
prison and preface his homo- 
sexual feature with a tradi 
tional: "I had never done it 


before, but suddenly I felt an 
urge to...." Invariably, the 
“urge to" was homosexual.

such conditions, the 
might express pleasure 


from the homosexual acts en- 
gaged in by the characters he 
created, immune from a charge 


of homosexuality. 

Some of the more creative 
writers were successful in 
varying the opening gambit and 
the last story I read while in 
prison began with: “I had al- 


ways been repulsed by the 
thought of...," but the trend 
was constant. I could not 


help but wonder when someone 
would write a frankly homosex- 
ual story. 

Masturbation, of course, is 
open to every inmate, but it 
is rarely sufficient as an ex- 
clusive sexual outlet. Some 
content themselves with being 
trade for a known homosexual. 
Others buy sex from a desira- 


ble inmate through an exchange 
of sexual services for cigar- 
ets. Homosexual acts in these 
cases are one-sided, with the 
active participation of the 
"straight" prisoner limited. 
There is reciprocal sex, too, 
however. 

In reciprocity, convicts of- 
ten perform acts that they 
find unsatisfactory--just to 
insure their partners will not 


brag of them as a latest con- 
quest. One convict, for in- 
stance, particularly enjoyed 


anal intercourse being perfom- 
ed on him, tut he insisted 


that he be permitted to rub 
his penis between his part- 
ner's buttocks before they be- 
gan. The ritual being com- 


pleted, he would roll over and 
enjoy himself--content in the 
knovledge that his partner 
could tell no others for fear 
that he himself would be 
branded gay. 

Sexually, prisoners are di- 
vided into two categories: the 
weak and the strong. Irre- 
spective of sexual orienta- 
tion, weaker prisoners will 
find themselves victims of 
sexual attack. The strong, no 
matter how gay they may be, 
will escape the penalties of 
being branded homosexual, as 
long as they pursue sex as sex 
and not as an act accompanied 
by positive emotional values. 

Homosexuals--as opposed to 
homosexual acts--in prisons 
are probably more objects of 
contempt than they are in 
most other environments. Love 
of a man for another man, in 
combination with homosexual 
sex, lays a prisoner open for 
abundant abuse from his fellow 
inmates. Sex is not shared a- 
mong friends; it is an act 
performed upon inferior males. 
Kissing is deemed the most re- 
pugnant act of all--while the 


same persons who condemn this 
expression of warmth and ten- 
derness will go to any length 
to achieve animal release. 

Prison administrators deal 
with the rampant homosexuality 
by ignoring it. Rarely are 
charges brought against pris- 
oners if their acts are per- 
formed in private and in rooms 
they are permitted to frequent. 
If public sex takes place and 
the participants are caught, 
they will more likely than not 
be charged with being outside 
of their cells during unau- 
thorized periods than with sex 
misadventure. To the extent 
that only the indiscreet and 
unlucky are caught, prison 
life is quite similar to life 
outside the walls. 

How, Not Why 

Guards often avoid areas in 
which they suspect sexual ac- 
tivity is occurring. Prison 
disciplinary boards are rarely 
concerned with the "why" of 
things, only the "how." Seldom 
is “Why was prisoner Jones out 
of his cell and in that of an- 
other?" asked. "How did he 
manage it?" is always the con- 
cern. Such attitudes extend 
into investigations of fights, 
stabbings, riots and murders, 
also, and the homosexual angle 
is ignored whenever possible. 

At Leavenworth, there was 
some attempt to reduce the op- 
portunity for homosexual ac- 
tivity. Two-man cells were e- 
liminated and replaced with 
three- and one-man cells. The 
practical result: the third 
man stood as a lookout, while 
the other two had sex. 

Effort was expended to herd 
the wolves into one area and 
the lambs in another--but pri- 
son populations and cell as- 
signments are constantly chan- 
ging and the normal prisoner 
shifts often made such solu- 


tions short-term, 


Men who rarely bathed on the 
outside would rather miss a 
prison meal than a prison 
shower. Each tier is called 


Separately--to cut down sight- 
seeing time--but there are al- 
ways stragglers who are bent 
on "checking out*" someone on 
another tier. 

Under ideal conditions, the 
showers are difficult to po- 
lice. Shower conditions are 
far from ideal--from the au- 
thorities' point of view--and 
showertime is the major social 
event of the day during which 
prospects are scouted and ap- 
pointments are made. 

If anything carries a higher 
prison price than sex itself, 
it is lubricating material.

tion has proved unsuccessful 
as a deterrent to homosexual

Contrary to newspaper ac- 
counts, prisons do not produce 
homosexuals, It is true that 
60% of all prisoners engage in 
homosexual acts while incar- 
cerated, but it is seldom no- 
ted that almost the same num- 
ber engage in them outside of 


prison at some time or other 
during their lifetimes* Pris- 
on serves, then, to bring to- 
gether perscns who have his- 
tories of homosexual experi- 
ence. 


Certainly homosexual activ- 
ity in prison cannot be elim- 
inated. Equally certainly, a 
considerable portion of it 
could be regarded with as lit- 
tle alarm as enlightened per- 
sons regard homosexual activ- 
ity outside of prisons. Ignor- 
ing its occurence within pris- 
ons, however, is dangerous

where ignoring 
prisons is not. The incidence 
of brutal beatings, maimings 
and murders within prison 
walls stemming from homosexu- 
ality is not tabulated but no 
informed authority would sug- 
gest that the figure was low. 

Humane solutions can be 
found. Conjugal visits for 
certain married prisoners 
might be helpful in lowering 
the intensity of sexual ten- 
sions that drive some men to 
abuse weaker heterosexual and 
homosexual men so grossly. It 
would not be unreasonable to
